Thirdly, he that murders himſclfe, offers wrong 
ynto his Country, For as he was borne in her, ſo he 
was born for her, His life, which he owed to death, 
ſhould (if acede had beene ) have beene offered vp 
in her {eruice:but by this ynnaturall murder of him- 
ſelfc,he depriucs her of all helpe and honour, which 
otherwiſe (hee might haue enioyed of him, if true 
yalour,faith,and wifedome had poſkeſt him, 

Fourthly,he offers wrong vnto his Parents, which 
ynder God were the cauſes of his life, And is this ail 
the thankes,the comfort, and credit,hee does them, 
for their generation, and education , care and cof, 
to make himſelte away , to bee his owne hangman 
or cxecutioner ? Such a Sonne is a Shame to his Fa- 
ther, and an Hoanmeſſe vato his Mother, and by his 
wickedneſſe depriues them of that heJpe and com- 
forc, which God and Nature claimed at his 
hands. | 

Finally, he is injurious vnto himſelfe : firft to his 


ſoule, making himſelfe guilty of murder , and fo of 
| death: Secondly,to his body, which with bis owne 
| hands hee doth deſtroy, anddeliucr co corruption, 
| becingneuer able to repaire it by bimlſelfe againe, 

2nd depriues it of that honef{ and comely buriall , 
' whichotberwiſe it might have had with the bodies 
| ofthe Saints : Thirdly, he marres his credit,making 
; him te 
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himſc/tefamous by an infamous death, and giues 
iutt occalion to men greatly to ſuſpe his ſaluati- 
GN. 

Wee are now come to the ſecond part of the 
Queſtion, 1hethey may t/215 Selfe-murder be forgi- 
new ? Vndoubtedly it may, it God will ; for Gods 
mercy is greater tienthe miſchiefe and malice of 
any finne or ſinner: andthe death of Chiift is of 
merit ſufficient ro waſh away the foulefi wicked- 
nes, that can be committed, This therefore I ſay, 
a man that killes himlelfe, if hee doe repent of his 
murder,before te be dead, he may,and ſhall be for- 
giuen, Gods mercy may be bettowed, [zter pontems 
& fontem, berweene the bridge and the water, be- 
eweene the ſtabbe and death, The finne again the 


Holy Ghoft mig be forgiuen,if the ſinner could re- | 


pent : but becauſe hee cannet repent by reaſon of 
the hardnes of the heart, which ſhall not be remo- 
ued to death, therefore he cannot be forgiuen, Buc 
Selfe-murderers are not alwaics ( as thoſe ſinners) 
puniſhed with finall hardnes and impenitencie, and 
therefore they may be forgiuen, and no doubt are 
ſometimes, then when God doth giue them grace 
to repent, and grone ynto him for his mercy, But 
letno man preſuming vpon Gods mercy dare to 
commit this barbarous villany, lealt by preſuming 
on mercy,he meet with judgement, which is the or- 
dinaric portion of preſumptuous offcnders : but 
rather let himprayand ſay with Dazid , Keepe 7 
Sernant from preſnmptuons finnes, and let the medi- 
tation of mine heart be acceptable in thy ſight : for 
indeede the meditation and intention of mur- 
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der is too too vvicked and abominable.

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To conclude, it may de demanded whether a man 
be guilty of his owne death,if he ſhall be kild,when 
out of a private humour, «nd dchre of revenge hee 
doth cithcr make, er take a chajlenge ? 

Yes no doubt : for though hee did not ſimply 
will, but rathernill his owne death, yet becauſe he 
Iefc his calling, and did willingly agrce and condel. | 
cend vnto the meanes of his death, which is fight 
ing, hee becomes thereby guilty of his death. And 
itisnot inough to ſay that hee did not intend to 
workc his death, but rather to fave his credit, and 
honour, by offering or zccepting thechallenge,and 
by fighting.For neither God, northe poſitiuc lawes 
of our kingdome doeallot and allow thoſe meanes 
of ſaving mens reputations and of righting them.

And that we may briefly corcludeour diſcourſe 
of the kinds and waies of dying, one man dies more 
calily, another with more difhcultie , and greater 


eaſe and proſperitie: his breaſts are full of mil%s, and 
his bones runne full of marrow: and another dicth in 
the bitterneſſe of his ſoule , and nener cateth with 
pleaſure, One dieth being watled with long licknes, 
and lingring diſcaſes: another dieth ſodainly, with. 
out warning,and beyond his expeQation. Now ic 
may be by the way demanded, /hether it bee law- 
full to pray againſt ſodaine death? I anſwere thus; 
becauſe our corruption is great, our fins are daily,

of feare, ſorrow, orioy, Thus dicd that good old 
Poet Philemen, who being neere an hundred years 
old, and {ceing ( as he lay) ani Aﬀle eate higs,, fell 
intoan extrem2 laughter ,and hauing called ls ſer- 


uants, he bad them giue the Afle ſome drinke at- 
ter his figges, and laughing very carneſtly ſo died, 

P lmtarch alſo writeth of one Polycrita, who 
with ioy conceived, forthat her life was granted, 
whereof it ſcemes ſhe was not alittle fearefull, fell 


downe ſodainly, and ſodied., Ayaine, ſome that 
dic ſodainly, are taken away by the extraordinarie 
hand of God, as Dathan and eAbiram, whom the 
earth opening her mouth by Gods command de- 
voured : thus alſo two ſonnes of eAaron, Nadab, 
Abihy, {odainly were killed by fire ſent out from 
God, Nabal alſo the Lord ſodainly ſmote and 
ſlue,notlong after his churliſhnefſe toward D anid. 
Ochers haue died by the ſpecial permiſſion of God, 
though by the meancs of the diuell himſelfe : as 
Tobs children , who were ſodainly flaine with the 
fall of the houſe vypon them, which was blowne 
downe with a ſodaine fiorme, raiſed doubtleſle by 
the power of the diuell, Others haue beene ſo- 


dainly diſpatcht with their owne hands , as Lucre- 
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tires the Poet : ſome: have beene ſodainly killed oi 
others as Eg/on, whom Ehud (lue with his dagger, 
or as the Princes and people of the Philiftins, or 
whom Sampſon with tie ſorce of his armes pulled 
downethe houſe,in which they were afſembled: or 
allo as Siſera, whom [el (lue with a naile Ariuen jn- 
to his head, as he was ({]ceping in her Tent: but ali 
cheſe * periſhed without treaſon : but ſome others 
have been ſodainly diſpatcht by treaſon, as Senache- 
rib, whom his owne ſons hue, as he was in his Idols 
remple, & as Elah whom his ſeruant Zimri kild,as 
he was in his drunkenne{le:and thus with inhumane 
barbarity hold our noble king with many mo haue 
died inthe Parliamet houle by the malice of wicked 
Ieſurts and their blondie ſchollers,had not God from 
heauendelivercd them, 1/hoſename be praiſed for e« 
uermore, Amen. 

And thus from the kinds of death we paſſe ynts 
the cauſes, | 

The firft and higheſt Ruling cauſe of death is A'- 
mightic God. Damidaithtoihe Lord, Thow haſt 
made my daies as an hand breadth, Hezekiah faith, 
Thou wilt make an end of mee: to whem laid God, 
[ will adde vnto thy daies fiftcene yeares, By which 
ic appeareth that God is ( vite neciſq, arbiter) the 
Author and Ordainer of life and death, Yea the 
Lord by that commination vato Adam, In the day 
that thou eateHt thereof, thou ſhalt die, doth plainely 
ſhew that in his hands is the power of life & death, 
Finally he ſaith, / forme the light, and create darke« 
xeſſe, the light of proſperitie , the darkneffeof ad. 
uerficie, the light of life , the darknefle of death, | 
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[ make peace, and create emll,the cuill,not of fine, | 
buc ot lorrow, of troubles, bloudſhee, famine, pe - 
(ilence,death, 

To all things ( ſaith Salomon) there is an appoin- 
ted time, atimme tobe borne, & atime to die: © who 
nath appvintcd this time, but GOD , who hath 
put times and ſeaſons in his owne power, as our Sa- 
uiour teacheth? And ſurely, if God number the ye- 
ric haires of out head, doubticfſe he hath numbred 
the dares and houres, and minutes of ourlife , and 
hath ſet downe the periode of our age. And if a 
poore Sparrow cannot light on the ground without 
his will, ſurely then no man cen fail:nto the ground 
but by his w?!l. Euen the wiſer heathen knew this, 
theretore Hettor faith in Homer , ( 5 udaa I 93% 
ZaraTiy twa'reoouwy ) that God did call him vnto 
death. Tertaltan another DoCtor ſaith, Dex wvni- 
uerſa viig, diſponende preſcinit, & preſciendo d:ſpo- 
ſmit, that God hath toreknowne and diſpoſed all 
things: if all things, then the lives and deathes of 
men. Saint /erome (aith, hat good things or cull | 
tings ſoener bein theworld, Non abſqg, providentia, | 
> fortmito caſu accidit, ſed Indicieo Dei, not one of 
ihem comes to piſſe by chance,and without prouidence 
but by the tudgement of God, it nothing , then not 
murthers, manſlaughters, killing. Finally, Saint Au- 
ten faith, Yoluntas Deiomnin, que ſunt,ipſaeſt canſa, 
that the will of God is the verie caule ot all things, 
that are: and to conclude withthe Prophets ſpeech: 
Who is he that ſaith, It commeth to paſſe , and the 
Lord commandeth it not? 

It will be thus perhaps obicRed, If God be the 
| Author 
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Author of death, then it ſcemes hee delightes in 
the defirution of his creature : for by death 
life is put out, aud the bodies of men are cor. 
rupted, 

I anſwere thus, Death is a puniſhment, or at the 
beft,and to the beſt atrial] , acorreRion, a paſſage 
teabetterlife : now God ordaines and appointes 
death, not ſimply as it is a deffruFio» , but eyther 
asit is a punifhment of wicked men , or a corre- 
ion and triall of the godly, and as a meanes of de- 
liverance to his ele from worldly and wicked mi- 
ſeries, Euen as a wiſe, potent,and iuft King appoin- 
teth places of execution,executioners,and the death 
of grieuous malefators, not as though hee deligh- 
ted in them, but for the maintenance of iullice, the 
puniſhment of vice, and forthe good of the Com. 
monwealth: Or as a Father, who maleth and y. 
ſeth rods, not becauſe he taketh pleaſure ſimply in 
whipping, or in'reddes, but becauſe hee defires the 
good of hischildren,and that they might be afraid 
of euill : Oc finally, as a Landlord that puls downe 
his Tenants houſe, not becauſc he delightes ſimply 
in pulling downe of houſes, but for thar he purpo- 
ſeth to cure it of all rottennefle and ruines , and to 
build it for him new and faire againe, 

Ic may zgaine bee thus obieRed: If God ap- 
point and ordaine every mans death, then if a man 
murther himſclfe, or if he be killed by another, or 
be vniuſtly pur to death by a Tyrant,God (you will 
ſay ) appointed and ordained that mans death,

And although Adam dyed, yet it was not be- 
cauſe hee was a man, but becauſe he was a Sinner, 
For if Adam had never finned, Adam had neuer 
died, becauſe God had granted him this grace, Yx 
poſſet non mori, i ein mandatus obſequeretur,as to bee 
able not to die, if he 1d obey his precepis.

Itisalſolikened to an Hanen, For as an Haven 
affoordeth quiernefle, and comfort tothole , that

deede here is greatdiu-rfitic in another reſpeR For 
there is no fire made by man, bur it will either bee 
pur out, or goe out: bur death is a fire, that man by 
linac hath kiadled , which hee is not able to cxtin= 
guiſh, neither will it dye of it ſelfe, Chriſt slone is 
able to ſlake it with his bloud ; he will be the death 
of death, 

Moreouer death is likened to an Farseſter yvith 
his Sickle cutting downe the corne without partia- 
litie,or reſpeR:1o death moweth down 3ll,and ſpa- 
reth none: Aforsreſecat, mors omne necat, nnullum- 
que veretnr : it cuts vp 3ll, killes all,feares none, And 
as the Hirueſter cuts downe the corne, but 1s not 
cur vp himaſelte of the corne, neither can bee: fo 
death rakes away a'l, but ir ſelſe is kild of none, 
Moors mordet omnes, mordetnry a nulls: it bites a'l ,ut 
deuoures all, itis bitten,it is deynoured of none, Yet 
here alſo is ſomething vnlike : For Harvefters tarry 
till the corne bee ripe : bur death flayes not alwaies 
till men come to ripenefſc of age,bur like a weman, 
that longs, puls the greene Apple off, before it bee 
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halfe ripe,orlike bungry Cattell, which croppe vp 
corne as ſoone as it ſproutes vp. Pelles quot peco- 
ram ,tot venduntur vitulorum, Infants dyc as well as 
old men: the Caluesskinne is as viually ſ»1d in the 
market, as the old Cowes, and the Lambe gocs to 
the ſhambles as well as the Ewe, 

Seuenthly , death is compared to ac1ucl! 7 pran- 
neſſe, chat pitics neither age,nor ſcxc: an: lo death, 
altogither pitilefle, ſparcth neither man nor yvo- 
man, neither yong, nor 01d, Eſops wit, [renes eau- 
tie,7 whes tongue, the Infancie of Danids hift child 
by Bathſheba,no rcſpeR whatſocuer can withfland 
death, obtaine her tauour, Tndeede here is a diffe- 
rence: for as [unenalliaith, Ad generum Cereris ſive 
cede (5 vulnere pauci Deſcendent reges, & ſicca mor» 
te tyrarni, tew tyrants lcape vimurdered: but no 
man can tyrannize ouer death, no m1 can kill her, 
Hee that could kill atheuſand with an Aſſetiaw , 
could not kill death with all his weapons. Exmiſs- 
que trm;cis Enceladus iaculator andax, Hee (it any 
tuch) rhat could pull vp trees bythe rootes and caſt 
themlikedartes, could not firike a dart through 
death, And they, that haue bcene moſt $kilfull in 
poylons, cou!d not ſaue themſclues from the 
poiſon of death, and poiſon her : no ſinner can ſub- 


due her,

Sleepe begins now to deliner me to his brather, 
meaning death, Which two are ſomething alike, 
For death is common as ſleepe : anda dead man is 
depriued of worldly cares, and is at reſt in his ſoule,

I anſwere, 2thing is ſaid to be naturall more waies 
then one, Death being hmply in it ſelte confidered 
1s not naturall : but foraſmuch as that which doth 
neceflarily follow the nature of a thing, and hath 
the beginnipg or ground of his ex-flence therein, 
to which that, wh'ch is violentyis oppoled, is called 
naturall, That death cherefore, which followes the 
conſump:10n and d:ffipation of the nat#rall moy- 
fure by the na1arall neat, ſeeing it comes of cauſcs, 
which are w#him the bodice, in that reſpect 18 called | 
natuarall, 

Secondly, it may againe be asked, what naturall 
death is proper /y? 

I anſwere, that properly is called naturall death, 
when naturall heat faileth, by reaſon that the moy- 
fture is dried yp by it,as a lawp gocth out when the 
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Bibs. 


oyle is ſpent, And this death is with much eaſe, 
and with little or no paine, as Ariſtotle writeth, 

Thirdly, it may be asked , what violent death is 
| properly? 

I anſwere, that is called violent death , when by 
accident, eyther the moylJure is drawne out of the 
bodie, or the heat extinguiſhed by ſome inward or 
outward violence and oppreſſion, [nward violence 
is bypoyſon, gluttonie, drunkennefle , or ſuch ex- 
ceſſ>,as when a lainpe is drowned in the oyle, Ont- 
| ward violence 1s when a man is ſtrangled with an 

halcer, as a fice ſodainely choaked with ſome hnge 
| heape of earch, or aſhes, threwne vpon it; and ma. 
| ny moe opprefſi»ns of life thereare of this kinde, 
| So that, taking violent death in this largenefle of 
ſenſe, it will appeare that fewe die a naturall 
death, 

Fourthly,it may be demanded, when a man doth 
die, or whenthe ſoule doth leaue the bodie? 

I anſ{were, then when there 1s a defect of choſe in- 
firumencs of the ſoule, whereby life is prolonged, 
When che bodie is become vafit for the ſoule to 
worke with, then doth the ſoule forſake th: bodie, 
which it lIoues molt dearely,and not before, Death 
come5snot by the impatience & fickie-mindedneſl* 
of the ſoule, but by reaſon of the imporencie and 
vaaptneſſe of the bodie; as a workeman leaues his 
toole,when it is become altogether yh for his vie.

For rewealed 
things belong to vs , but not the ſecrets of God, 
ſuch as are hidden ſeaſons, locked vp within Gods 
breaft,as the day of our death, & the day of Chrifls 
comming. And as it isno way fit topray to know 
theday ot iudgement, the verie time of the Judges 
coming, ſs neither is it to prayto know the certain 
houre of death. For though our env may be good, 
yetthat is not enough to make a prayer good, but ic 
muſt be made in faith according tothe will of God, 
But the curious inquiring into ſuch things hath a 
checkein the Scriptures, And though D amid pray, 


Lord let me know minecnd, and the meaſure of my 


daies what it ts, and let me know how long I baxe to 
lime: yet he'meanes (as Irake it) not to begge the 
knowledge of the verie point & article of his death, 
but defires God to giue him graceto acknowledge, 
conlider, and duely to acquaint himſelfe wirh the

Surely nothing,not his wife, not his ſonne, not 113 
ſeruant,not his horſe,not his ground,not his fruite, 
10 net his coate : and wilt thou haue an c= 
uill ſoule 2 For ſhame take care of it, that it be not 
euill, Euillitis, or good. For (Omns animaant 
Chriſti ſponſa, aut Diabeli adnltera eff, ) euery ſoule 
(as Saiat Auſten ſpeaketh) is eyther the Sponſe of 
Chriſt ( and then good) or the divels harlot,and fo 
is evil), If evill, then thy Rate is euill; and if death 
finde it euill, it leaves it cuill : and this ſoule which 
cannot die, in reſpec of diflolutien, yet it doth die 
in regard of conſolation, being ſeparated by euill, 
as wel from God(who is the ſoule and ſolace of the 
ſoule ) as frem the bedic, which in life it did enioy 
with ioy. And forſomuch as the foule doth ſuruive 
the bodie, and live, when it is dead, it ſhould com- 
fort me againfi the dread, that death brings with it. 
For they ſhall/not be Norbing,nor No-where.Death 
doth ſubdue but one part, and that which is-the ba= 
ſer of them, | 
Secondly, ſeeing God infliteth death , withour 
whoſe prouidence it could not come, itreacheth ys 
in all patience,quietnefle, and humilitic to bee con- 
tented with his worke, not opening our mouthes 


our time,or bythe crueltieof wicked men, And to

The ſpiricuall death of the wicked is a certaine 
ſpirituall ſeparation of them from ſpiritual and 
Chriſtian grace and goodheſle, when as they lie dead 
(without all godly tceling) in finnes and treſpaſles, 
their one; ar alicuated from Cod, and true 
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This is 2 moſt miſerable kind of death: for they 
that are thus dead, are the Seruants of hnne, the 
Vaflls of Satan, the Children of wrath, out of th: 
Nate of grace , and inthe Region and thadow of 
deat, hable todamnation , which to clcape they 
can nave no hope , whiles they continue in that c- 
ſtate. 

The fpirituall death of the Godly is three- 
fold. , 

The firſt is, whereby th: y are dead to finne.This 
death lands in the diſallowing and condemning 
ſinne in the judgement, in the milling and refuling it 
in the will; in the hatred of it and grieving for it in 
che aft-&tions , and finally in the declining and for-

The World is dead to them, when as they dote 
not on the world, but contemne all worldly things, 
and account them as nothing in compariſon of 
Chrif1 Teſws, and his benefics, This death is yery 
needfull : for he, that lives tothe World, lives net 
vnto GOD :and heeliues to the World,to whom 
the World is not dead , but who dotethen the 
World, ſhall periſh with the World : hee that lives 
not to Godin this Tile, Thall nor live with Godin? 
theTifeto come, f by 
Godly men are ſaid tobce dead tothe World, 
when the World coutemnes them , hates ther, 
perſecutes thery, and wiſheth (as it were) to be rid 
of them, This kind of death is the ordinaric por- 
tion of-the Godly, For they being not of the 
World, but of God, whom the World knowes nor, 
and being but as Forrainers and Strangers, itisno 
maruell if the World frowne on them , and ſhew 
her ſelfe an vakinde Step mother towardes them, it 
is no wonder though wicked Worldlings beat 
them, bite them , backe at them , and flic at their

fore death properly is net good, bur euil] : chere- 
fore properly death js not the endof man, Further- 
more , Fins eſt , quod maxime volumns, that is the 
end, which we doe chiefly delire : but neitt er God 
nor man doth chiefly defire death.

Man may. bee called before death, though 
now he be in finnc ouer head and cares , 'and 
altogether yoide of mercy: Gods arme is neuertoo 
ſhort to ſaue, his care is never too dull to heare 2 
neither dothany man know what the purpoſe of 
God is. Pant! was 25bad as one God; did call him,& 
ſo was the Thiefe, that was called on the Crofle, 

Againe, a man may bein the ſtate of grace, and 
yet ſometimes feele no comfort, no working of the 
Q2 Spirit 
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Spirit, even as a man in a {woone er flcepe doth 
live, theugh hee knowes not ſo much, anda child 
(we ſee) lives before it knowes it liues, 

I fay finally, what though thou fecelft no grace ? 
what though thou beeft nothing ſogood, as thou 
ſhould bee ? Wilt thou therefore deſpaire ? Ts 
there ne way withthee, thinkeſt thou, but death ? 
Wrong not thy lelfe : where is thy faith ? wee live 
by faith, and not by feeling. It is not thy graces in 
thee, thatdoth ſane thee, it is Gods grace in Chriſt 
ynto thee, of which grace thou mailt bee partaker, 
though thou feelefl no graces 1nthee. And know 
this,thatit is not fo much thy loue of God and thy 
knowledge of Chrift, which is ſauing to thee, as 
Gods loue , whereby hee loues thee, ns Chriſts 
knowledge, whereby he knowes thee, who knowes 
and loues thee before and better, then thou canſt 
know and loue him, And certainely , if thou doeft 
earneſtly ſeeke and afﬀte(t his grace,thou haft grace : 
for it isa graceto defire grace : andit argues that, 
if thou doef! truely ſceke Chriſt fer Chrift, thou 
haſtalreadie found Chrifl,or rather thatChrifthath 
found thee, And finally, what if thou findeſt not all 
the workes of the Spirit in thee ? If thou findefi bur 
one, there is reaſon of quietneſle, It feeling no 
grace, thou doflt fecelingly defire and couet grace, 
one drop of grace, this is a grace, @ voice of the 
Spirit, aad there is reaſon of comfort,and why theu 
ſhouldft not be diſmaide. One greene leafe ypen a
